Dr. Hugh Black Gives Last 


Sermon. 
' 


"True religion," 
said Dr. Hugh 


Black, who has been giving a series 
of sermons in the First Presbyter- 
ian church this week, "essentially 
involves the appropriation of old tra- 
ditions to personal use. In other 
words, It consists chiefly of personal 
religious experience. 


'Along the same line of thinking 


a confession of faith, to be a valu- 
able confession, must essentially be 
the product of the Individual doing 
the confessing. 
Faith 
Is nothing 


without that personal relationship 
with God. Tho personal experience 
and thought Is the essential thing In 
religion. When it Is attained there 
will be no need of others telling him 
who has attained it." 


Dr. Black said that there are no 


new revelations of God, but the new- 
ness comes from changing the old 
stock Into the new forms through 
the Influence of sincere souls. 


NEED BETTER PREACHERS. 


In the first part of his sermon Dr. 


Black said: "Wlhat the church and 
the United States needs today Is more 
and 
better 
sincere 
a n d 
capable 


preachers." He said that the church 
of today should give the minister 
appropriate time to preach the ward 
of God rather than turn his attention 
to keep the machine running. 


OWE TO OTHERS. 


In speaking of the modern tend- 


encies In religious education, as well 
aa In other branches of education, 
Dr. Black said: "We owe everything 
which we have at present to others. 
In all branches of Ilfo we have what 
we have because of the heritage of 
the generations gone. 


"The modern practices In too many 


schools and universities of havlngMn 
Instructor and his students sit down 
and evolve new facts Is rank fool- 
ishness 
Research in our advanced 


institutions of learning is, of course, 
necessary and commendable, but we 
must not lose sight of the fact that 
a groat part of the process of educa- 
tion Is the leasnlng of facts already 
determined. There is too much of a 
tendency to get away from the sys- 
tem of having a man who knows tell 
his student what he knows and hav- 
ing- those student^ learn what they 
are being told. There ic necessary a 
return 
to recognition of 
external 


authority. This stress upon the orig- 
inal at present has gone too, far. 
After all, there is nothing absolutely 
original. The only originality which 
exists Is really personality, It Is the 
taking of the old material and trans- 
latin? It Into new forms through the 
Influence of soul sweat."

SUGAR CANE. 


Sugar cana grows in a hot climate, 


such as the Torrid and the warmer 
parts of the Temperate zones. Sugar 
cane requires fertile soil and plenty 
of 
moisture. 
After 
the 
land 
is 


drained 
the ground Is prepared by 


using a plow; which throws the soil 
on both sides, thus forming furrows 
seven feet apart. Then 
three 
men 


come along, laying stalks of cane 
side by 
side, 
making 
three long 


rows or pipes of cane in each furrovr. 
The stalks are not put in the rows 
even; the end of each stalk is in the 
middle of the one at its side. 
The 


Btalks are covered with a light layer 
of soil. 
Sprouts come up from each 


joint. 
After 
the sprouts come up 


more soil Is thrown over them with 
a plow until the land Is as level as 
it was 
before 
the 
furrows 
were 


made. 


Sugar cane Is cultivated by going 


between the furrows with a plow. In 
the middle 
of 
October, the stalks 


are twice as high as an average corn 
stalk. Then they are ready for cut- 
ting. A knife is used for cutting the 
stalks. This knife has a hook at one 
end for stripping the leaves from the 
stalk. 


The stalks are then hauled to the 


'mills where 
they are crushed be- 


tween heavy rollers which press out 
the juice. The rollers are In three 
sets, called mills. Each mill presses 
the stalks harder than the one before 
It. This juice 5s then made Into su- 
gar of various grades.—David Bnrth,

since ho and many otheis are asking 
the question, I'll be brave enough to 
hazard an answer.

farms are 
na-tuially 
adapted 
to 


sheep, and otheis to hogs, but leav- 
ing this out of the question, I think 
after the present year the mutton 
and wool producer will beat 
the 


pork producer 
For shy? You re- 


member the o'd nursery rhyme, 


Sheep and a hog, going to the pasture 
Sheep sajs, 'hog, can't you go a 


little faster?" 


PRICE NOW tiKODS HOG. 


Just now it is the price that urges 


the hog to go faster, and in the na- 
ture of things you may expect an 
over-production of pork and lard, 
and a consequent lowcimg of price, 
within a year or two. This may not 
happen, but it is reasonable to ex- 
pect it. 
On the other hand, it is 


reasonable to hope that sheep will 
be worth the money for a long time 
to come. 


If you believe In figures, consider 


these: On January 1, 
3912, there 


were 52,362,000 sheep on farms In 
this country; same date 1922, 36,- 
048,000—government estimates. 


OPENING UP LAND. 


There is always a certain amount 


of pressure fiom well-meaning back- 
to-the-Unders for the opening up 
of new deserts and swamps for set- 
tlement. 
At present these propa- 


gandists do not receive much atten- 
tion, and they should not. There are 
enough farmers, and enough farms, 
to produce as much food as may be 
needed. 
To open up new agricul- 


tural areas, and to encourage city 
folks to go farming, would nave a 
tendency to destroy the normal bal- 
ance between production and con- 
sumption. 
It c'ould seem better to 


reclaim these idle lands in the years 
to come, when the food supplies may 
be less plentiful.

When fed to livestock urder pres- 


ent market conditions corn brings 
the farmer prices ranging tram $325 
per bushel to 74 cents per bushel. 
This is shown in figures juat given 
out by the Iowa experiment station, 
based on some recent feeding experi 
ments 


Lambs, weighing 60 pounds, were 


fed until they weighed S3 pounds, on 
a ration consisting of a large amount 
of coin, and after they were shipped 
and the costs of production taken 
out, it was found that coin paid a 
retuin of $325 per bushel. 


Hogs, in making a 130-pound gain 


paid for the corn used in the ration 
at the rate of $1 35 per bushel 


LESS IN STEERS 


Steers 
making 
a gain 
of 200 


pounds each at a rate of gam of 
three pounds per day, with a large 
amount of corn in the ration, paid 
lor the corn at the rate of 74 cents 
per bushel. Besides, 
they 
furnisli- 


ed considerable feed for hogs and 
left consideiable manure worth $250 
per ton which were not credited to 
the price of corn. 


Dairy cows with an avei age produc- 


tion made a return of 81 cents per 
bushel for the corn In their ration. If 
the production of the cows had been 
better than the avirago there would 
have been a greater retuin.

"Yes. they are getting interested In

Spain and France." cantimied Mr. 
Espy, who sold many thousands of 
the swatters while abroad. 


"Some of the governments in Eu- 


rope are now taking an interest in 
the destruction of the fly. The war 
was a great education to many na- 
tions there on the danger to health 
of the common house pest, 


"And they are all busy over there.

He says that 
Belgium is making great progress In 
reconstruction, but Mr. Espy did not 
go to the tittle area, except as he I 
saw the towns as he passed through 
them or, the railroad.

Ha was 
more interested in the peoples than 
in the buildings of the countries he 
visited. He was much impressed by 
the business activity he found in all 
of western Europe and he dnes not

The flesh about the bullet holes 


was powder-burned, Indicating that ^ 
the weapon, an old .32-callbre Hap- 
kins & Allen revoJver. had been held 
close to his side when the shots were 
fired. The. bullet boles were close to- 
gether. He had taken off his coat 
and shoes but otherwise was fully 
dressed. 
His bed had been turned 


down as though he was getting ready f 
to retire. It Is not very unusual for 
a man determined to. end his life to 
fire more than one- bullet Into his 
body. Not many months ago a man 
shot himself several times with an 
automatic. 


NO MOTIVE KNOWN. 


What adds to the theory of foul 


play is that Mr. Ehrhardt was In api 
parently good health; there Is nq 
known motive; he was not known te 
have had a revolver or even to ha\% 
ever fired one; a table had been 
turned partly around one chair had 
been turned over and another was 
leaning against the table; the rug 
was disarranged as was also, the fur- 
niture In three rooms. 


However, the disarrangement 
ot 


the rug and furniture might hava 
been caused by his falling or stagr- 
gerlng after the shots were fired, or 
in his struggle to get up afterward. 
* 


Finger prints on the revolver are be- 
ing compared with Mr. Ehrhardt's 
finger prints by Sergeant Steve Wood 
of the police department and they 
will show whether Mr. Ehrhardt had 
held the gun. ..The revolver was 
found under tha body. 


HAD VISITED DAUGHTER. 


Mr. Ehrhardt was sixty-four years 


old in February. Friday evening hia 
wife went to a lodge meeting and he 
went to visit his daughter, Mrs. B. 
H. Lontz, in the 1200 block East Dick- 
inson avenue. He left there' about 
8:30 o'clock and seemed In his usual 
spirits when he started far home. 


Mrs. Ehrhardt returned home about 


11 o'clock. She found his coat on a 
chair and went Into the bedroom ex- X 
pectir.g to find him in bed. He was 
not there and she went Into the 
front room and found his body on the 
floor. 
A. physician was called 
at 


once but the man had been dead for 
some time. The police and Coroner 
Dawson were notified and the body 
was removed to the Dawsan & Wikoff 
undertaking establishment and pre- 
pared for burial. 


FARMED MANY YEARS.

Mr. Ehrhardt was born in Decatur 


Feb. 19, 185S. Many years of his life 
were devoted to farming near Llnt- 
ner. He r«tired about fifteen years 
ago and wared back to Decatur. Ha 
was a member of the Modern Wood- 
men lodge ot La Place and was well- 
known there and In Decatur. He la 
, 


survived by his wife and three chil- 
dren—Fred and George Ehrhardt <;f 
Llntner and Mrs. Effle Lontz of De- 
catur. 
He also leaves a brother, 


Charles Ehrhardt, of Decatur. 


No arrangements have been made 


for the funeral.
